^^iiin^ ™nSj to each ciiruit thiDughout the ) acht. This 
vypt is most suitable for a smaller l>oat in wiiich the 
eiet tricaJ loads aie moderate, Uie number of circuits is 

limited and die runs arc not too lon^ 

If die yacht has only 120-vok AC p<:)werj it will 
likely be a single bus arrangement in which all 
circuits are fed fiTini a single bus bar or from two bai s 
with a jumper to bond thcin togcilicr This sj-stem

During this decade, the Watergate 
scandal eventually sent President Richard Nixon 
into retirement, and Presidents Gerald Ford and 
Jimmy Carter presided over the worst recession 
the United States had seen in 40 years.

Take a walk through the new Sixty 6 Fly fieaily that's how 
they spell it) and youll see that qnalit)^ is a tradition that hasn't 
wavered in five generations. Yes, this is a thoroughly modern 
European yacht with all that suggests: swoopy lines, acres 
of sun pads J coolly stylish interior. Yes^ it's got a huge list of 
stajidard equipment that int kides evetTthing from a complete 
spare parts kit to a cfn'ksrrcw in a htted drawer {Viva Itatial) to 
a for%vard-looking infrared FLIR camera for night running (see 
^'Seeing is Believing/' on page 78). But it*s when you get to the 
details diat you realize what really separates a Cranchi from 
all the rest. 

Take the fuel and water filleis on the side decks, for example.

A simiple panel with a joystick on the Cranchi dash allows 
the skipper to pan, tilt and zoom the image and, though the
